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Snowdon, the highest and also the finest mountain in 
Wales, is 3,560 feet above the sea level. The best view is from 
Capel Curig, and when climatic conditions are favourable is 
both magnificent and extensive. The surrounding peaks and 
ridges are hardly less majestic than Snowdon itself. 
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
